At that time, while Staffan Soderblom was exchanging compliments 
with Joseph Stalin, Raoul Wallenberg was In the Luybyanka Prison In 
Moscow where his Russian NKVD Interrogators could say fairly truth- 
fully that the Swedish authorities did not consider his disappearance 
Important and did nothing to save him. _ 
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1c appear* froa the released document*, which originally were 
classified secret until 1995, that the Russians were ready to nego- 
tiate about Raoul Wallenberg's release in 1946 and 1947 already. 

This opinion was held by Sweden's Charge d'Affaires in Moscow, Ulf 
Barck-Holst, aaong others, but does not seea to have been shared by 
Stockhola. Barck-Uolst, who died in 1962, wrote in nuaerous dis- 
patches thac not one clue In the Wallenberg case should remain un- 
explored. But yet both the Swedish Government and the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs refrained froa taking any actual steps Co save Wal- 
lenberg during the first critical post-war years. 

There is nothing in the docuaents, which conprlse only 10-151 
of the total aaterlal about Wallenberg, that explains Raoul Wallen- 
berg's fate In Soviet imprisonment . Tha docuaents show thac in 1945 
and 1946 they mainly discussed in Stockholm how to word the letter 
about Wallenberg to the Russians. There is not one word in the docu- 
ments of what was learned later, namely that Raoul Wallenberg was 
interrogated in Lyubyanka and Butyrskaya prisons in Moscow during 
these years and even was tormented with information to the effect 
that Sweden was not Interested in his case. Information to the 
effect that the Soviet Ambassador In Stockholm, Madame Kollontay, 
had said in 1945 already chat Wallenberg was "under Russian pro- 
tection” is also missing. She mentioned this in a conversation 
with the then Minister of Foreign Affairs Cunther and added that 
Wallenberg was fine. Madame Kollontay had apparently said the same 
to Wallenberg's mother a couple of months earlier. 

It does not appear from the released documents whether the 
Swedes have used Madame Kollontay's information In their letters 
to Moscow at any time. 



Only one man in the Swedish Foreign Service, Charge d'Affaires 
Ulf Barck-Holst, seems to have made energetic efforts on behalf of 
his compatriot with the Soviet authorities. In December 1946 Barck- 
Uolst asked a Soviet government official whether an exchange of 
Wallenberg could be possible. Barck-Uolst suggested In his report 
to Stockhola about this conversation that the Government should 
attempt to get an official Russian answer to such a suggestion. 

But this was not done either. 

It was not until 1957 that the Soviet authorities finally 
admitted that Raoul Wallenberg had been arrested. But it was added 
that he had died from a heart attack in the prison on 17 July 1947. 

As an additional Illustration of the Swedish authorities' 
naiveness and indifference in the Wallenberg case, the Swedish Wal- 
lenberg Foundation refers to a meeting with the then Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Osten Unden. When the assumption that Wallenberg 
was a prisoner in the Soviet Union was mentioned to Undcn, the Minis- 
ter answered, "But then do you think that Vlshinsky is lying!" 

"Yes we think so," Wallenberg's half-brother, Cuy von Dardel, 
answered , after which Unden red-faced and visibly agitated exclaimed, 
"That is unheard of, that is unheard of," and left the meeting. 



Wallenberg's Mother Bitter 

Three of the released documents give the background of Wallen- 
berg's work in Budapest, the persecution of the Jews and the Swedish 
rescue actions, but without any full explanation of Wallenberg s 
diplomatic status. There are some Indications that the Russian sus- 
picion of Wallenberg was based on a theory that Wallenberg had spied 
for the Americans.

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An offlcla. ^Bthe MioUcry of Foreign Aw in Stockholm 

describes a meeting with Raoul Wallenberg's mothl^ Mrs. von Dardel, 
in a document dated 4 March 1947. Among other things, he said, 

"At a meeting that lasted for more than an hour Mrs. von Dardel 
complained bitterly over the coolness and lack of enthusiasm that 
reigned in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs in connection with the 
search for her son. She was especially angry over "the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs assuming at all times that Raoul Wallenberg was 
dead." Both the envoy Assarsson and Staffan Soderblom had expressly 
said to her that she should not count on her son being alive. 9 ' 



The meeting with Mrs. von Dardel took place four months before 
the date when Wallenberg, according to Soviet information, died in 
the Luybyanka prison in Moscow. 



Sug g ested Peace Prize to Wallenberg 

Danish SS volunteers released from Soviet prisoner-of-war camps 
have also been drawn into the search during the years. But none has 
been able to give positive information about Wallenberg. In Decem- 
ber 1947 the Swedish Raoul Wallenberg Action tried to persuade the 
Norwegian "Storting* s". Nobel Committee to give Raoul Wallenberg the 
Peace Prise in 1948. In the appeal they quoted a statement by Pro- 
fessor Albert Einstein, 

"I would find it natural if Raoul Wallenberg were given Nobel's 
Peace Prize, and I shall be happy to give you permission to mention 
this in an appeal for this." 

But Wallenberg did not get the Peace Prize. Instead it went to 
the Quaker movement in Great Britain and the U.S.A., in 1949 to the 
British John Boyd Orr, and later to Yugoslavia's Marshal Tito. 

Despite the continually growing stacks of documents in the Swe- 
dish Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Wallenberg was more or less for- 
gotten.

1. Concerning your Reference A request for information on 
U.S. citizen FNU Dudges, this Agency has no information on any 
individual with that name. 

2. Concerning Reference C, our Reference B provided to 
you this Agency's trace results on Cecil August Stowner. 
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Cecil Augustus STONER (correct name) 

DPOB: 8 August 1905, Highlandsville , Mo., USA, 
carrying member of the American Communist Party. His member- 
ship card was issued in 1944. He himself denied having any- 
thing to do with the Communist Party. 

He was a welder, fireman, longshoreman, and laborer and 
lived in the State of Washington during the 40's and 50's. 

I n 1951 he was sentenced to maximum term of 15 years for 
grand larceny. He was paroled on 7 April 1952, but the parole 
was revoked and a warrant issued for bis arrest on 22 December 

1952. 




In June 1953 he joined a group of Eskimos bound for Dio- 
mede Island in the Bering Strait'from None, Alaska. He departed 
Little Diomede Island alone in a rubber raft on 13 June 1953 
and was last seen rounding the north point of Big Diomede 
Island, USSR. 



On 19 June 19&2 William J. Jurgelas, South Windsor, Conn., 
advised he had received correspondence from Juozas Stragauskas 
of Taurage, Lithuania. This correspondence indicated that one 
Cecil STONER, claiming he was born at Ozark, Missouri, on 8 
August 1912, had been a member of an American fishing vessel 
off the coast of Alaska in 1953 and in some unexplained manner 
eventually arrived in Lithuania. STONER now wished to return 
to the United States, but was unable to obtain permission 
without evidence of U.S. citizenship. 



On 17 May 1966 William J. Jurgelas advised he has recently 
received a letter from Stragauskas informing him that Cecil 
STONER died in 1965 in Taurage, Lithuania.

WALLENBERC BEARING IN STOCKHOLM IN MAY 

Among Che many foreign witnesses summoned to the coming Wallen- 
berg Hearing in Stockholm on 2 and 3 May there 16 a Dane, the ex- 
Communist and author Mogens Carlsson, who during four years 1 stay 
in Soviet prisons and prison camps heard testimony about the 
vanished Swedish diplomat. During the war Mogens Carlsson fought 
in a Communist resistance group. He applied for a visa to the 
Soviet Union several times through the years after 1945, but was 
turned down. In youthful zeal he travelled to Finland in September 
1950 and sneaked Illegally across the Flnnlsh-Russ lan border. He 
wanted to see with his own eyes how conditions were In the "pro- 
mised socialist society" that he had heard so much about during his 
youth. Carlsson, who knew his Karl Marx, Lenin, and Hegel by heart, 
tried in vain to persuade the Soviet authorities that he was a 
Communist and not a spy. But nobody wanted to listen to him. The 
sentence was 28 years 9 prison for Illegal border crossing - and 
espionage. Carlsson served four years before he was released by 
Malenkov v s amnesty after Stalin 9 s death on 5 May 1953. Sick and 
broken down by scurvy and undernourishment after several years In 
the northernmost Siberian prison camps, Mogens Carlsson came to 
West Berlin on the afternoon of 3 November 1953, alive, but totally 
bereft of his youthful Illusions about Communism and the Soviet 
society. Here Mogens Carlsson tells Berllngske Tldende about his 
stay in Soviet prisons and meeting prisoners in Moscow , s Butyrka 
Prison who had been In contact with the vanished Swedish diplomat 
Raoul Wallenberg. 

ON THE TRACKS OF WALLENBERG 

When the Soviet troops swarmed in over Hungary In the winter 
of 1945, thousands of people disappeared. Soviet NKVD cadres which 
followed on the heels of the Red Army's vanguard had prepared lists 
of suspect persons. The most notorious corps under NKVD was SMERSU 
(the initials mean "Death to the Spies"), who was the most active. 
The chief of SMERSH was General V. S. Abakumov, who was later exe- 
cuted together with the chief of NKVD, Lavrentiy Berla, in 1953. 

In order to be able to work in Budapest, the Swedish emissary, 
Raoul Wallenberg, and his chauffeur, Wllmo Langfelder, had contacted 
the Soviet Supreme Command. On his last day in Budapest, 17 Janu- 
ary 1945, Wallenberg told friends and acquaintances that he was 
going to Debrechen outside Budapest and meet Marshal Mallnovskl in 
his headquarters. 

Wallenberg and Langfelder never reached Debrechen. Wallenberg 
later told co-prisoners in Butyrska Prison that the Red Army's sol- 
diers had been understanding, but that they did not have the autho- 
rity to issue documents to him so he could continue his humanltarlar 
relief work. Only the NKVD could do that. At that time the NKVD 
arrested everybody who came close to the orders, "If only you have 
the man, you can probably find a law according to which he can be 
sentenced." 

Both Wallenberg and Langfelder were arrested, and after having 
been confined to a basement in a local headquarters, they were sent 
by train through Romania and ended up in the Luybyanka Prison in 
Moscow in the latter part of January. Here Wallenberg's and Lang- 
felder's ways parted. 



The NKVD's Sorcb 



When you are going to evaluate the KubbUnb’ behavior, you 
must know a little about the Communist way of thinking and termi- 
nology. They do not acknowledge Western humanistic and ethical 
norms, but view matters in a purely materialistic way. In other 
words, the KkVb assumes that Wallenberg's activities have been 
inspired by political or economic motives. The fact that Wallen- 
berg also was a Red Cross emissary did not Improve matters any, 
and the additional fact that he at the same time had good connec- 
tions with both the police and politicians in Hungary was in the 
eyes of the XKVD nothing less than ioc r lmina t lng • 

Through a freak of chance 1 myself was whirled into an inferno 
of events which almost co6t me my life several times. Like all the 
former generals, officers, and diplomats whom the NKVD had arres- 
ted in Eastern Europe, I too was brought to Moscow. Here we ended 
up in either the notorious NKVD (later renamed KGB) headquarters 
or were brought to a camp in Krasnogorsk outside Moscow. The 
NKVD's first sorting started here. Foreign prisoners, and among 
them of course Raoul Wallenberg too, were informed that they would 
be treated according to international rules and law. But that was 
a promise that the NKVD had never intended to fulfill. It was a 
bitter awakening when we finally understood that. 

Wallenberg in Moscow 

We know from the German Attache Gustaf Richter that Wallen- 
berg arrived in Moscow on 31 January 1945 and was locked up in 
Luybyanka Prison. It was in cell No. 123 that he met Gustaf Rich- 
ter. The prisoners lived totally isolated from the rest of the 
world in so-called "political isolators." 

The two first prisoners I met in cell No. 304 in Butyrska 
Prison, Zoltan Rivo and Wilhelm Bergemann, were In their seventh 
year of imprisonment. This was in 1950. They had no idea that 
World War II had ended nor that Eastern Europe now consisted of 
communist countries. They did not even know that Mao Tse Tung had 
seized power in China on 1 October 1949. The meeting with the two 
men in the "isolator" was shocking, to put it mildly. I felt as 
if I were buried alive. Both looked like mummies, gray lsh-vbl te 
skin and undernourished. Zoltan Rivo was a language professor and 
came from Budapest. Wilhelm Bergemann said that he had been a 
German passport Inspector in Bukarest. Rivo was in his thirties, 

Bergemann 65. They had been arrested by the NKVD in 1944. Rivo 
told me that both he and Bergemann had been in Lefortovo Prison 
in Moscow until 1 April 1949. 

Communication Through Wall Tapping 

It is known from official Swedish documents and white books 
about Wallenberg that he left Lyubyanka Prison in mid-May 1945 and 
then was transferred to Lefortovo Prison, where Bergemann communi- 
cated with him through wall tapping. They did not learn much 
though. The tapping system was complicated and time-consuming and 
exceedingly dangerous. If you were caught, the whole cell was 
punished by being placed in deep, ice-cold basement cells under 
the prison dressed only in underwear for periods lasting from five 
to twenty-five days. The bread rations were reduced to 300 grams 
daily, and the prisoner got half a liter of warm soup every third 
day only. I myself have been placed in these underground iceboxes 
twice and know that incarceration here of starving and weak pri- « 
goners was tantamount to a death sentence. 
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According to Kivo, condition* in Lefortovo Prison ware ter- 
rible during the years right after the war. The daily rations 
consisted of approximately 450 grams pasty bread, nine grams of 
sugar, and half a liter of soup that filled the cell with a nau- 
seating stench. The foreigners died like flies, even so fast 
that the NKVD did not always get around to interrogating them. 

Some of them were transferred to Butyreki Prison where there was a 
so-called hospital section. The everlasting nightly interrogations 
tapped the prisoners' strength. In addition there was the poor 
food and lack of sleep which broke down the prisoner's mental health 
and made him sluggish and indifferent to his surroundings. And it 
was exactly this condition of the prisoner that the interrogators 
aimed at. 



False Death Announcement 



Raoul Wallenberg, who belonged to a well-to-do Swedish family, 
is the person who was caused the NKVD and the Sovier government 
most trouble. During the years after his disappearance one note 
followed the other one between Stockholm and Hoscow. At first the 
Russians denied any knowledge of Wallenberg, but were later forced 
\ by the many statements of evidence to admit that he was in the 

Soviet Union. It was said that he was "under protection and was 
well." On 6 February 1957 the Swedes received a memorandum from 
Gromyko with an announcement that they had found -a handwritten docu- 
ment in the file section for hospitalized prisoners in Luybyanka 
Prison that showed that Wallenberg had died from a heart attack on 
17 July 1947. Only few believed Cromyko'e announcement since there 
was testimony from released prisoners that Wallenberg had been seen 
alive after that time. The notorious Ceneral V. S. Abakumov was 
officially blamed for ell the Incorrect information to Sweden. 

There was a new flood of testimony when amnestied prisoners returned 
from the Soviet Ualon during the years of 1953-1955 after Stalin's 
death . 



Cot Preferential Treatment 



Zoltan Rlvo mentioned to me that Wallenberg was accused by the 
NKVD of espionage in Hungary, which may very well have been connected 
with his work to rescue the Jews in Budapest. The MKVD waa very 
anti-Semitic in 1944, which in a way is ironic when you consider 
that the Soviet State Security Service (CPU, HVD, NKVD, and KGB) 
has had no less than six chiefs of Jewish descent during the years. 

Zoltan Rlvo had shared a cell with Wallenberg around Mew Year 
1951. The Swede had been getting preferential treatment then, 
meaning that he received cigarettes, got better food, and had the 
right to rest a couple of hours every day. Wallenberg said that 
he had been subjected to tough interrogations, but otherwise he 
seemed to be fairly well. Rlvo did not mention Wallenberg's name, 
but called him a Swedish diplomat. On* day the Swede was brought 
from the cell to a bathroom where he was shaved with a knife and 
dressed in a new suit. Such a thing was definitely not common in 
Butyrkl. The next day he was sent away. 

In 1950 1 myself knew nothing about the Wallenberg case which 
i didn't hear about until 1 got out of "Culag." After my return 
home, 1 realized that "the Swedish diplomat" could only be Wallen- 
berg, and 1 was interviewed by the Swedish press. Hy co-prisoner. 
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Wilhelm Bergemann, with whom 1 parted on 15 April 1951 when 1 wa 
led to a prison camp, alto gave me Information. I know nothin* 
about Zo 1 tan Rlvo'e fate. We were aeparated from each other on 
25 April 1951. Ue van in a miserable condition then, and 1 fear 
that he did not manage to survive the amnesty on 27 Hatch 1953. 



Wallenberg's tracks lead from Hoscow to the prison in Vladi- 
mir, 350 kilometers east of Moscow. Foreign prisoners who have 
returned relate that Wallenberg had been hospitalized in the 
prison's sick ward. A German named Mulle came to the prison in 
the spring of 1956, and here he met a Georgian named Cogeberldze. 
This man told Mulle that Wallenberg was in a special sick ward. 

He did not know whether he was sick or just Isolated. An Austrian 
confirmed Gogerldze's report later. Around January-February 1955 
the Austrian was placed In a sick ward, and after an operation he 
met Wallenberg who said that he had been strictly Isolated In 
Vladimir Prison for years. It Is known from white books and tes- 
timony that the same has happened to a number of the prisoners 
who have shared cells with Wallenberg and his chauffeur Wilmo 
Langfelder during the years. When the political officer In Vla- 
dimir discovered that the Austrian had shared a cell with Wallen- 
berg, he got furious. The Austrian was immediately moved to 
another cell and threatened to keep silent about his co-prisoner. 
Wallenberg had, however, managed to relate his sad fate during 
the brief time they were together, and this seems to be the last 
concrete testimony that Is known. 



Later evidence Is based on much vaguer information and Is 
mixed with false testimony by people who have been revealed later 
to be KGB agents. I am afraid that Walleuberg's long odyssey 
through prisons, "Isolators," and prison camps finally has ended 
with confinement to a mental institution. On 27 January 1961 the 
Swedish Professor Nanna Svartz had a conversation with a Russian 
colleague in Moscow. The Russian scientist admitted then that he 
knew Wallenberg, who was alive but In a vary poor condition in a 
mental hospital. However, this statement was later denied, but 
under circumstances that shake the denial more than the information 
about Wallenberg. The Russian professor was summoned to Khrushchev 
who had been Informed of hie statement to Nanna Svarts by the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. After his conversation with Khrush- 
chev, the Russian professor retracted hie words and said that he 
knew nothing about Wallenberg. 

Witnesses have been summoned from both Europe and other places 
to the International hearing about Raoul Wallenberg, which will 
start in "Folkets Hus" (the People's House) in Stockholm on 2 May 
this year. As long as there is just a spark of hope t.hat Raoul 
Wallenberg is alive, people in the West must support the efforts 
to rescue the person who valued humanltarlanlsm more than anything 
else - even his own life.

THE SUEDES SACRIFICED 




Seven Voluies of Classified Documents That Were Released 

Yesterday Reveal Swedish Pisslvepcss In the Raoul Wallen- 
berg Case 

By Jena Thomsen 

The date was 14 June 1946. The place: The reception room for 

foreign diplomats In the Kremlin. 

"When we entered, Stalin rose at the end of the large conference 
table. Soviet Vice Minister of Foreign Affairs Losovskl sat next to 
him. Stalin, dressed In marshal uniform with the star of the Victory 
Order on his chest, stepped toward me, stretched his hand out, and 
said In his low, but distinct, voice, "Stalin. .." 

That Is how the Swedish Government's emissary to Moscow, Staffan 
Soderberg, described his meeting with Joseph Stalin In a secret report 
to the Swedish Ministry of Foreign Affairs. This was the first time 
that the Russian dictator heard about the vanished Swedish diplomat 
Raoul Vallenberg - officially from Sweden. 

Negligence bordering on cold Indifference characterized the 
attitude toward the Wallenberg case of the Swedish Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. The suspicion that Raoul Wallenberg's Swedish relatives have 
entertained for years that Raoul Wallenberg was sacrlfled In favor of 
a good Swedish-Soviet relationship has been confirmed In the seven 
volumes of documents with a total of 1,900 pages that were released 
by the Swedish Ministry of Foreign Affairs yesterday. 



After some pleasant phrases about his happiness over being In 
Moscow and greetings from the Swedish King and Prime Minister Albin 
Hansson, Staffan Soderblom gave his reason for being there - but not 
until Stalin asked him - and mentioned Raoul Wallenberg. 

Stalin repeated the name, "Was Wallenberg his name?" 

Soderblom, "Yes, Wallenberg." 

Stalin wrote the name on a pad. 

Soderblom said that Raoul Wallenberg disappeared in Budapest 
shortly after the Red Army's conquest of the city and was last seen 
in a car with Russian military personnel on his way to Debreczen, 
Hungary's temporary capital. 

Stalin interjected, "You do know, don't you, that we ordered 
that the Swedes must be protected?" 

Soderblom, "Yes, and I personally am convinced that Wallenberg 
has been a victim of an accident or robbers..." 



At that time, while Staffan Soderblom was exchanging compliments 
with Joseph Stalin, Raoul Wallenberg was in the Luybyanka Prison in 
Moscow where his Russian NKVD interrogators could say fairly truth- 
fully that the Swedish authorities did not consider his disappearance 
important and did nothing to save him.

The Soviets Wanted to Negotiate 
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It appear# from the released documents, which originally were 
classified secret until 1995, that the Russians were ready to nego- 
tiate about Raoul Wallenberg's release in 1946 and 1947 already. 

This opinion was held by Sweden's Charge d'Affalres in Moscow, Ulf 
Barck-Uolat, among others, but does not seem to have been shared by 
Stockholm. Bar ck-Hols t , who died in 1962, wrote in numerous dis- 
patches that not one clue in the Wallenberg case should remain un- 
explored. But yet both the Swedish Government and the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs refrained from taking any actual steps to save Wal- 
lenberg during the first critical post-war years. 

There is nothing in the documents, which comprise only 10-15Z 
of the total material about Wallenberg, that explains Raoul Wallen- 
berg's fate in Soviet imprisonment. The documents show that in 1945 
and 1946 they mainly discussed in Stockholm how to word the letter 
about Wallenberg to the Russians. There is not one word in the docu- 
ments of what was learned later, namely that Raoul Wallenberg was 
Interrogated in Lyubyanka and Butyrskaya prisons in Moscow durlrg 
these years and even was tormented with information to the effect 
that Sweden was not Interested in his case. Information to the 
effect that the Soviet Ambassador in Stockholm, Madame Kollontay, 
had said in 1945 already that Wallenberg was "under Russian pro- 
tection" is also missing. She mentioned this in a conversation 
with the then Minister of Foreign Affairs Gunther and added that 
Wallenberg was fine. Madame Kollontay had apparently said the same 
to Wallenberg's mother a couple of months earlier. 



It does not appear from the released documents whether the 
Swedes have used Madame Kollontay's information in their letters 
to Mo 8 cow at any time. 



Only one man in the Swedish Foreign Service, Charge d'Affaires 
Ulf Barck-tiolst, seems to have made energetic efforts on behalf of 
his compatriot with the Soviet authorities. In December 1946 Barck- 
Holst asked a Soviet government official whether an exchange of 
Wallenberg could be possible. Barck-Holst suggested in his report 
to Stockholm about this conversation that the Government should 
attempt to get an official Russian answer to such a suggestion. 

But this was not done either. . . _ 

It was not until 1957 that the Soviet authorities finally 
admitted that Raoul Wallenberg had been arrested. But it was added 
that he had died from a heart attack in the prison on 17 July 1947. 



As an additional illustration of the Swedish authorities' 
naiveness and indifference in the Wallenberg case, the Swedish Wal- 
lenberg Foundation refers to a meeting with the then Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Oaten Unden. When the assumption that Wallenberg 
was a prisoner in the Soviet Union was mentioned to Unden, the Minis- 
ter answered, "But then do you think that Vishinsky is lying? 

"Yes we think so," Wallenberg's half-brother, Guy von Dardel, 
answered, after which Unden red-faced and visibly agitated exclaimed, 
"That is unheard of, that is unheard of," and left the meeting. 



Wallenberg's Mother Bitter 



Three of the released documents give the background of Wallen- 
berg's work in Budapest, the persecution of the Jews and the Swedish 
rescue actions, but without any full explanation of Wallenberg s 
diplomatic status. There are some indications that the Russian sus- 
picion of Wallenberg was based on a theory that Wallenberg had spied 
for the Americans.

Subject: Raoul Wallenberg Case 



The Swedish Embassy has approached us again with 
one of their periodic requests for assistance in con- 
nection with the disappearance of Swedish national 
Raoul Wallenberg. 

In recent months the Swedish Government has been 
systematically tracking down and interviewing indivi- 
duals who were held in a Soviet prison. camp for for- 
eigners — Camp No. 385 at Mordvinia. The population of 
this camp included Spaniards, Greeks, Iranians, 

Chinese, Koreans, Germans, Hungarians, etc. A Greek 
informant named Papadopoulous , who is now in Atnens, 
was in this camp from 1962 to 1972 and sometime during 
this period met an American named Dudges (this spelling 
is probably phonetic) . (Papadopoulous also knew the 
American named Cecil August Stowner who was the subject 
of a recent Swedish inquiry — see my memo to you of 
December 31, 1979.) 

The Swedish Embassy would like to know if we have 
any information about such an American named Dudges 
which would assist in locating him so that the Swedes 
could question him as to any knowledge he may have of 
Raoul Wallenberg. 

Any information your sources could provide which 
could be passed to the Swedish Government would be much 
appreciated.

US- export* to the Soviet Union in 
I960 will drop from an expected HJ 
billion to SI S billion because of 
trade restrictions Imposed by Presi- 
dent Carter after tbs Russians In- 
vaded AfghsnlsUn. the government 
has predicted. 

Tne severe decline will occur 
mainly In tb« export of grain, phos- 
phoric acid and certain high tech- 
nology products, particularly com- 
puter*. the Commerce Deportment 
reported yesterday. 

Imports from the Soviet Union, 
however, should not be affected 
much by events since Jan 4. when 
Carter initUted the restrictions In 
retaliation for Soviet actions In Af- 
ghanisun, department officials Mid. 

In fact, imports could grow 
slightly, although less than antici- 
pated earlier, to about $1 billion. 

The predictions were made in the 
April edition of the department** 
journal. Business America. 

Restrictions on agricultural ules 
to the Soviets will hold exports in 



this area to about 61.1 billion in 19i0. 
compared with anticipated sales of 
about S3 9 billion, department offi- 
cials Mid. 

U S. exports of high technology 
probably will be reduced by about 
$1S0 million to (50 million. 

An embargo of phosphate exports, 
meanwhile, should cut sales to about 
(SO million this year • far below an 
expected (400 million total. 

tn addition, the halt in Olympics- 
related exports and other transac- 
tions associated with the Summer 
Games will cut off an additional (40 
million in trade — including money 
that would have come from broad- 
exit rights. 

U 5 imports from the Soviet Union 
this yesr are expected to consist 
miinly of non-maneury gold, offi- 
cials said. Last year, this comprised 
6549 million of a total Sf73 million in 
Soviet imports. 

Imports of ammonia will probably 
reach 6100 million this year, com- 
pared with 656 million in 1979. de- 
partment officials said. Soviet 
deliveries are expected to rise under 
a trade agreement in which the 
United States exports phosphates.
